Thé Hawallan Islands, now a part of the 
United States, are made-up of the Islands 
of Hawaii, Oahu, Maui, Kauai, Lanai, Kah- 
wlane,"Molokai, Nihauv, Kaula, and a num- 
ber of small islets. The area of the islands 
is 6,640 miles, or about three times that of 
Delaware. 

According to figures of two years ago 
something over 105,000 souls are added to 
the population of the United States and its 
territories by the annexation of the islands. 
Of the white and native population about 
one-third speak English, The Japanese 
number 25,000 and the Chinese 16,000... There 
are ' 15,000 Portuguese In the islands and 
6,000 Americans, while the British and Ger- 
man residents number 2,000 each. Late fig- 
ures on the native population give it as 
30,000, but the natives are rapidly decreasing 
in number. 

Eight of the islands are fertile and sus- 
ceptible to cultivation. The four largest— 
Hawal!, Maul, Oahu, and Kauai—are par- 
ticularly rich, abounding in land fitted for 
sugar, coffee, rice, and fruit raising. On 
Kaual there are coffee plantations of 200,- 
000 acres, and, next to sugar, which has al- 
ways been the chief product of the islands, 
the cultivation of coffee is looked upon a9 
having rieh possibilities. Rice is also des-. 
tined to hold Important position among the 
products. | 

The islands have complete systems of 
public elementary education, and the entire 
population, with the exception of the Orien- 
tals and some of the Portuguese, has hada 
training in the publie schools. 

The harbor qf Honolulu and Pearl har- 
bor can be made impregnable from land 
sea, and rendered the. best naval sta- 
tions in the world. Pearl harbor is six miles 
from the capital,

There have been no cases of blood poison- 
ing. The bphaviow of the patients and 
wounded is heroic. There is not a moan or 
a murmur among the whole number. Last 
night many were lying on the hard ground 
outside the tents, Surgeons and -nurses 
work unceasingly for forty-eight hours 
without ‘rest or meals, and there are 200 


‘wounded yet to come from the field. The 


hospital corps is shorthanded, and doc- 


t tors from the vessels of the fleet are work-

London, July 7.~Though young Ten Eyck’s en- 

try for the diamond sculls at Henley this year waa 


‘refused by the Regatta committee, this most cov- 


eted prize of the amateur sculling world fell again 
to an American; B. Hunting Howell of New York. 
Young Howell is being educated at Cambridge, 
and rowed in the university eight last year. He 
not only carried off the diamond sculls today, but 
created a new record, covering the course in four 
seconds less than any previous winner. 

Young Waldorf Astor rowed No. 5 in the Eton 
eight, which again won the ladies’ grand chal- 
lenge shield from Trinity. Cambridge, after a 
splendid race. - 

The Hehley royal regatta began on Tuesday. and. 
although lacking in a measure its usual interna- 
tional character, there being no crews from the 
continent in competition, it has been successful as 
a society function. The weather has been perfect. 

The success of Howell, the Américan, in the 
diamond sculls was well received, there being 
none of the slurring cémments made upon his 


victory such as followed the success of Ten Eyck 


last year. The same opponent who contested 
against Ten Eyck in the finals for the diamond 
seculle last year was left to fight it out with How- 
ell today. s was H. T. Blackstaffe of the Vesta 
ow ing club, and this fact adds much to the credit 
of Howell's performance. Blackstaffe was consid- 
ered to be a most promising oarsman, and ever 
since it became generally known that Ten Eyck 
was not_to be allowed to row this year Blackstaffe 
has been looked upon as the probable winner of 
the 1808 diamond sculls. The victory of the young 
American under these circumstances. is all the 
more cause for congratulation among the visitors 
from the States, while the record making time adds 
luster to his performance.

PARKER PILLSBURY IS DEAD. 
Passifig of the Famous Anti-Slavery 
Reformer at His Home in 
Concord, N. H.

Boston, Mass., July 7.—[Special.]—Parker 
Pillsbury died at his home In School street, 
Concord, N. H., this morning. He was pos- 
sibly the last of the old time |“ abolition ” 
refontners. He was one of the bitterest and 
loudest denouncers of the country, the con- 
stitution, the flag, and the we relating to 
slavery. 

Parker Pillsbury was born tn Hamilton 
Sept. 22, 1800. He attended the Gilmanton 
Theological Seminary and later ates Andover 
Theological Seminary. He was licensed to 
preach by the Suffolk association of Boston, 
and was engaged for one year by the Con- 
gregational Church in London, 

At this time the anti-slavery agitation had 
begun to attract much attention, and Mr. 
Pillsbury abandoned the ministry early in 
1840 to enter the anti-slavery contest, to- 
gether with Garrison, Rogers, Phillips, Fos- 


ter, and other heroic leaders. :
